■/•ere  immunised  against  this  disease  during  the  year. 

The  numbers  are:  - 


38  children,  aged  under  5 years  received  a full  primary 
c ourse . 

24  children,  aged  5-15  years  received  a full  primary 
c ourse . 

202  children  received  a re-inforcing  injection. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  parents  vill  ensure  that  their 
children  are  given  this  protection  during  infancy  - 
either  by  their  family  doctor  or  at  the  Infant  \/elfare 
Clinic , held  on  alternate  Wednesdays  at  Bethesda  Vestry, 
Glanamman.
